STAND BY ORDER 


Directs Negro Troops to Be at Once 


Mustered Out Unless Proof of 


Wrong is Presented. 


STATEMENT BY SECRETARY TAFT 


Washington, Nov. 21.—The war de- 


partment issued the following state- 
ment 
today 
concerning 
the negro 


troops 
ordered 
dismissed at Fort 


Reno: 


"In the matter of the order discharg- 


ing the enlisted men of three com- 
panies of the 25th infantry issued by 
the president, 
application was pre- 


sented to the secretary of -war by a 
number of persons o£ standing asking 
for a rehearing by the president, on 
the ground of -which the action was 
taken. The secretary telegraphed the 
president of (he application and de- 
layed the proceedings of the discharge 
until the president could indicate his 
wishes. 1 he secretary was meantime 
called out of town. No answer 
was 


received from the president The sec- 
retary on his return did not feel justi- 
fied in further tlelaying the execution 
of the order (if discharge, especially 
in view of the fact that the secretary 
then learned that the president had 
fully and exhaustively considered the 
argument against the order of the 
persons who now 
applied for a re- 


hearing. Accordingly the secretary 
directed yesterday (Tuesday) that the 
proceedings for discharge be contin- 
ued without delay." 


Word From the President. 


Later in the day Secretary Taft re- 


ceived a dispatch 
from President 


Roosevelt and Issue's the following ad- 
ditional statement: 


"A telegram has been received from 


the president at 1 o'clock today after 
the statement was given out at the 
•war department, in -which he declined 
to suspend the discharge unless there 
are new facts ot such Importance as 
to -warrant cabling him. 
He states 


that the action, was taken after due 
deliberation and that the only matter 
to wilch he can pay heed Is tho pre- 
sentation of facts showing the official 
reports to bo In whole or In part un- 
true, or clearly exculpating some indi- 
vidual. If any such facts later appear 
he can act as he rleems advisable, hut 
thus far nothing has been Introduced 
to warrant the suspension of the order 
and he directs that It be executed."

President Probes Affair Deeply. 


The war department insists that the 


president's action was taken only aft-

made reports which have been printed 
and are to be published. 


Officials of the department are much 


disturbed at what they call a "mis 
understanding" 
on the part ot the 


public regarding the action in the 
case of these negro soldiers. Acting 
Secretary o' War Oliver salrt yester 
day that the belief had become pre 
valent all over the country that the 
men were ordered discharged because 
they would not tell the names of those 
who were really guilty, and because 
they were black. This, General Oliv- 
er said, was not 
precisely BO.

Says Negroes Are Dangerous. 


General Oliver said yesterday after-

"If, on account of a feeling that they

Kansas City, Nov. 21.—Elihu, Root, 


secretary of state, read a lecture to 
the American business man last eve- 
ning in an. expressive and thoughtful 
address upon "The Commercial Rela- 
tions of the United States With the 
South American Republics." It was 
Mr. Root's report to the people of his 
country concerning his recent visit to 
the vast domain far to our south. It 
related without attempt at climax or 
rhetorical flourish the story of Uncle 
Sam's shortsightedness in not mak- 
ing the most of a rich and prosperous 
market within our own hemisphere. 
The address was delivered before the 
Trans-Mississippi 
Commercial 
con- 


gress, which opened yesterday. 


Secretary Root paid tribute to the 


sagacity, the culture and the fairness 
of tbe people of South America. He 
pictured the marvelous strides they 
have been making in the last few 
years. He told of the unparalleled re- 
sources of the several nations, of their 
forests untouched, their plains 
un- 


tilled, their mines unexplored. 
Then 


he sketched another picture—one of 
the South American harbors filled 
with ships of all nations but our own; 
of fast mail steamers plying between 
the leading ports ot South America 
and England, Germany, France. Italy, 
Norway and Spain; of the energetic 
efforts by European nations to assist 
these merchantmen and of the somno- 
lence of Uncle Sam in commercial re- 
prisal. 


Holds Subsidies Needed. 


The secretary of state said there Is 


only one thing for the United States 
government to do, and that is to grant 
subsidies to steamship lines of this 
country that hereafter may be orga- 
nized for the South American trade. 
The speaker asserted that in this man- 
ner the artificial disadvantages im- 
posed 
upon 
American 
shipping 


through pristine inactivity at home 
and extreme enterprise of European 
countries'could be neutralized. 


"In my opinion," he said, "this Is 


what should be done: it is the sensible 


nd fair thing to do. It is what must 
e done, if we would have a revival of 
ur shipping and tho desired develop- 
ment of our foreign trade. We cannot 
epeal the protective tariff; no politl- 
al party dreams of repealing It; we 
o not wish to lower the standard of 
merican living or American wages. 
Ve should give back to the ship own- 
r what we take away from him for 
le purpose ot maintaining that stand- 
rd: and unless we do give It back, we 
lall continue to go without ships." 
That 
Secretary 
Hoot 
intended 


o make known his views, founded on 
ersonal investigation, of Uncle Sam's 
rade relations with South America, 
ad been announced. 
He directed his 


ttention at first to a reference to the 


growth of this nation, of its becoming 


creditor instead ot a debtor nation, 
nd of Its ability today to make for 
tselt new and profitable foreign mar- 


men can Hnd healthful homes and abund- 
ant sustenanco In this great territory. 
The population In ll'OO was only 42,- 


401.381. less than six to the square mile. 
Wltli this sparse population the pro- 
duction of .wealth is already enormous. 
Th<? latest trad" statistics show exports 
from South America to foreign countries 
of 5745.530.000. and imports of J49S.boS,600. 
Of the $5(10.000.000 worth of goods that 
South America buys we sell it only $03.- 
2-16.525. or 12.6 per cent. Of the 5i45.- 
000.000 that South America sells we Buy 
$15'.',092.000, or 2H.4 per cent, nearly two 
times as much as we sell. 
With the Increase of population in such 
a field, under free Institutions, with the 
fruits of labor and the rewards of enter- 
prise secure, the production of wealth 
ami the increase of purchasing power 
will afford a market for the commerce 
of the world worthy to rank even with 
| of business enterprise, 
i 
The material resources of south Amer- 
ica are In some Important respects com- 
plementary to our own. That continent 
Is weakest 
where 
North 
America is 
strongest as a field for manufacturers: 
it has comparatively little coal and iron. 


Monroe Doctrine Still Virile. 


After pointing out that North and 


South America could become recipro- 
cal teachers and scholars socially and 
economically. Secretary Root declared 
that the Monroe doctrine is as wise 
an expression of sound political judg- 
ment today as it was when enunciated 
although the danger of the partition of 
South America by the holy alliance 
had passed away. 


He then recounted the efforts to- 


ward pan-Americanism of 
the 
late 


James G. Elaine, whom he declared to 
be years in advance of his time. The 
secretary continued: 


But now the time has come. 
Both 
North and South America have > grown 
up to Blaine's policy; the production, tho 
trade, the capital, the enterprise of the 
United States have before them the op- 
portunity to follow, and they are free to 
follow, the pathway marked out by the 
far sighted statesmanship of Elaine for 
the growth of America. North and South, 
in the peaceful prosperity of a mighty 
commerce. 
To utilize this opportunity certain prac- 
tical things must be done. The govern- 
ment, may help to furnish facilities for the 
doing of them, hut. the facilities will be 
useless unless used by Individuals. 
I 
will Indicate some of the matters to which 
every producer and merchant who desires 
South American trade should pay atten- 
tion: 
1. He should learn what the South 
Americans -want and conform his product 
to their wants- If they think they need 
heavy castings, he should 
give them 
heavy castings and not expect them to bus- 
light ones because he thinks they are 
better. If they want coarse cottonn. he 
should give them coarse cottons and _not 
expect them to buy fine cottons. It may 
not pay today, but it will pay tomorrow.

We have faced about. 
Our surplus energy is beginning to look 
beyond our own borders, throughut the 
world, to find.opportunity for the profit- 
able use of our surplus capital, foreign 
markets for our manufactures, foreign 
mines to be developed, foreign bridges 
and railroads and public works to be 
built, foreign rivers to be turned into 
electric power and llsht. 
Coincident with this change In the 
United States the progress of political de- 
velopment has been carrying tha neigh- 
boring continent of South America, out 
of the stage of militarism into the stage 
of Industrialism.

In South America under tho direction of 
American experts should be promoted,

enlarging trade. Th<-re are a vast num- 
ber of enterprises awnltlng capital In 
the more odvance countries of South 
America, capable of yielding great profits. 
In which the, property and the profits 
will he as ante as In the United States or 
Canada. 
A good nlany such enterprises are al- 
ready begun. I have found a. graduate ovf 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, a graduate of the Columbia School 
of' Mines, and a graduate 
of 
Colonel 
Roosevelt's Bough Riders smelting cop- 
per close under the snow line of the 
Andes. 
T have ridden In an American 
car upon on American electric road, built 
by a New York engineer. In the heart 
of the coffee region of Brazil, and I have 
Been the waters of that river alang which 
Pizarro established his line of communi- 
cation In the conquest ot Peru harnessed 
to American machinery to make light 
and power for the city of Lima. 
7 It Is absolutely essential that th>> 
means of communication between the two 
countries should be improved and In- 
creased. Thin underlies all other consid- 
erations and it applies to mall, passenger 
and freight services. 
Between nil the principal South Amer- 
ican ports and England, Germany. France. 
Spain and Italy lines of swift and com- 
modious steamers ply regularly. There 
are five subsidized first-class mail and 
passenger lines between Buenos Ayres 
a.nd Europe. 
There Is no line between 
Buenos Ayres and tho United States. 
Within the last two years the German, 
the English and the Italian lines have 
been replacing their old steamers with 
new and swifter steamers of modern con- 
struction, accommodation and capacity. 
The best way to travel between the 
United States and both the west coast 
and east coast of South America, is to so 
by way of Europe, crossing the Atlantic 
twice. 
This woeful deficiency In the. means 
to carry on and enlarge our South Amcr- 
can trade Is but a part of the general de- 
cline and feebleness 
of the American 
merchant marine, which has reduced us 
from carrying over 90 per cent of our 
export trade in our own ships to the car- 
riage of 9 per cent of that trade In our 
own ships and dependence upon foreign 
shipowners for the carriage of 91 per 


How can this defect be remedied? I 
think the answer Is two fold. 
1 The higher wages and tho greater 
cost of maintenance of American offi- 
cers and crews make it Impossible to 
compete on equal terms with foreign 
ships. The scale of living and the scale 
of pay of American sailors is fixed by tha 
standard of 'wages and of living In the 
United States, and those are maintained 
at a high level by the protective tariff. 
The moment,.the American passes beyond 
the limits of his country and engages in 
ocean transportation he comes into com- 
petition with the lower foreign seals of 


can shipping, and to sacrifice It without 
receiving any substantial benefit. 
Discriminating Tariff of No Use. 


2. It has been proposed to establish a 
discriminating tariff duty in favor of 
goods imported In' American ships—that 
is to say. to impose higher duties upon 
goods imported in foreign ships than are 
Imposed on goods imported in American 
ships. We tried tha.t once many year* 
ago and have abandoned it. 
3. There remains the third and obvious 
method—to neutralize the artifleial dis- 
advantages imposed on American ship- 
ping through the action of our own gov- 
ernment and foreign governments by an 
equivalent advantage in the form of a 
subsidy or subvention. It is what must 
bo done If we would have a revival of 
our shipping and the desired develop- 
ment of our foreign trade. 
We cannot repeal the protective tariff. 
No political party dreams of repealing 
It. We do not wish to lower the stand- 
ard of American living or American 
wages. We should give back to tho ship 
owner what wo- tako away from him for 
the purpose of maintaining that standard; 
and unless we do give it back, we shall 
continue to go without ships. 
Such subventions would not be gifts. 
They would be at once compensation for 
injuries Inflicted upon American shipping 
by American laws and the consideration 
for benefits received by the whoris Amer- 
ican people—m5t the shippers or the ship- 
builders or the sailors alone, but by every 
manufacturer, every miner, every farmer, 
every merchant whose posperlty depends 
upon a market tor his products. 
Explains Pending Ship Bill. 
A bill Is now pending In congress which 
contains such provisions. It has passed 
the senate nnd Is now before the house 
committee on merchant marine and fish- 
eries. 
It provides specifically that the post- 
master general may pay to American 
steamships, of specified rates of speed, 
carrying malls upon a regular service, 
compensation not to exceed the following 
amounts: 
For a lino from an Atlantic port to 
Brazil monthly. $150,000 a year: for a 
lln« from an Atlantic port to Uruguay 
and Argentina monthly. $157.600 a year; 
for a line from each of two gw" ports 
and from New Orleans to Central Amer- 
ica and the Isthmus of Panama weekly. 
$75.000 a year; for a line from a gulf port 
to Mexico weekly. $50.000 a year; for a 
line from a Pacific coast port to Mexico, 
Central America and the Isthmus of Pan- 
amo. fortnightly, $120.000 a year; for theso 
six regular lines a total of $720.000. 
Secretary Root then 
pointed 
out 


that although the mail 'steamship serv- 
ice of the United States was extremely 
faulty, it netted $3,043,182. 
He sug- 


gested that this profit be directed to- 
ward ship subsidies. One quarter ot 
it, he declared, would pay the annual 
cost for providing the lines he men- 
tioned to South and Central America. 
In conclusion he said: 


The bill now pending in the house Is 
a bill framed upon tho report of the 
merchant marine commission. The ques- 
tion whether It-shall become a law de- 
ponds upon your representatives In the 
house. You have the judgment of the 
postmaster general, you have the judg- 
ment of the senate, you have the judg- 
ment of the president. If you agree with 
these Judgments and wish the bill which 
embodies them to become a law. say f-o 
to your representatives. Say it to them 
Individually and directly, for it Is your 
right to advlsa them and It will be their 
pleasure to hear from you -what legisla- 
tion the interests of their constituents 
demand.

Sees Remedy In Ship Subsidy. 
2. The principal maritime nations of 
tbe world, anxious to develop their trade, 
to promote their shipbuilding industry, to 
have at band transports and auxiliary 
cruisers in casa of war, are fostering their 
steamship lines by the payment of sub- 
sidles. 
Against these advantages to his com- 
petitor the American shipowner has to 
contend. 
And it is manifest that the 
subsidized ship can afford to carry freight 
at cost for a long enough period to drive 
him out of business. 
We are living In a world not of natural 
competition, but of subsidized competi- 
tion. State aid to steamship lines is n« 
much a part of the commercial system of 
our day o.s state employment of consuls 
to promote business. 
Plainly these disadvantages created by 
governmental action can be neutralized 
only by governmental action, and should 
be neutralized by such action. 
What action ought our government to 
take for the accomplishment of this just 
purpose? 
Three kinds of action have 
been advocated, 
1. A. law providing for free ships—thnt 
Is: 
Permitting Americans to buy ships 


In other countries and bring them under 
tho American flag. 
The only thing it 
would accomplish would be In overcome

Everyday Frock of 


Mohair for Girl of Five

For everyday wear mohair Is partic- 


ularly serviceable, and comes in so 
many pretty colors and mixtures suit- 
able for children's frocks that it would 
be well for every child to have at least 
one dress of this material. The weaves 
are much more soft and pretty than 
those shown several years ago, when 
at times one was doubtful as to Its be- 
ing mohair or some pretty plaid or 
striped material. 


The design ot the little dress shown 


is particularly adapted to material of 
this kind, although cashmere, henrlet- 
ta or veiling would be equally pretty 
made from this pattern, and perhaps 
for very small children would be more 
satisfactory. The pleats are stitched 
to the waist line, where, after being 
pressed, they are allowed to hang. It 
is finished at the neck with the shaped 
stitched band characteristic of all this 
season's designs. This band, the boll 
and cuffs on the sleeves could be cut 
from velvet, to match in color the ma- 
terial, or It could be of a contrasting 
color.

BISHOP DOUE HUB OF 


DIVORCE AND MEANS 


TD COBB_HIL 


Legislation, Efforts of So- 


ciety Leaders and the 


Church Needed. 


Albany. N. Y., Nov. 21.—The thirty- 


eightli annual convention o£ the Prot- 
estant Episcopal iliocese ot Albany 
convened, in All Saints cathedral In 
this city yesterday. Feature o£ princi- 
pal public interest was the address of 
Rislit Rev. William Croswell Doane, 
who from the foundation of the dio- 
cese has been its bishop. His widely 
known interest in me subject of mar- 
riage and divorce was again displayed 
in his earnest reference to that sub- 
ject, in the course, of which, allud- 
ing with approval to the meeting at 
Philadelphia, of the congress on uni- 
form divorce laws, at which he was 
present, he said in part: 


"It was a satisfaction for us to feel 


that the calling of this congress on 
uniform divorce laws was really trace- 
able, through the governor of Penn- 
sylvania, and 
the president of the 


United States, to the representations 
made, to the president by members of 
the Inter-church conference in Janu- 
ary, 1905. 
The resolutions which It 


adopted related naturally and most 
wisely to methods of procedure rather 
than to the question of causes, and the 
final form which the action took is to 
be embodied in a proposed statute, 
which, while it enumerates several 
causes fortlivnrcc as existing In differ- 
ent states will express the opinion ot 
the conference that 'desiring to see 
tho number of causes reduced rather 
than increased,' this congress recom- 
mends that no additional causes be 
recognized in any state, and1 In those 
states where causes are restricted, no 
change Is called for. 


"Whatever result Is to be attained 


in dealing with this most important 
question depends upon three things: 
In thn first place, that, legislative ac- 
tion can lin secured to correct the 
methods of procedure. 
In the next 


placo what pressure can be brought to 
boar by people who really control and 
govern what Is called society. And In 
the nrxl place by the positive and 
dofmlto 
outspokenness 
of 
the 


churches. 
And 
I am increasingly 


hopeful that this church shall take 
the lead In a strong and definite posi- 
tion as to our relation at any rate to 
the question of the remarriage of any 
divorced persons." 


Hlshop Doano made no direct refer- 


ence to the caso of Rev. Dr. Algernon 
R. Crapscy. whose suspension 
from 


thn functions of priesthood has beim 
confirmed by the highest church court, 
but said In part "thn hiblo Is largely 
an unread and unknown book to chil- 
dren and to pi'nplp of middle ago. The 
misuse and the misunderstanding of 
criticism Is responsible for this In no 
slight degree."

He sees the ob- 
jects he speaks of and really hears, 
feels and touches them, exactly as if 
they were real. 


"When a patient speaks he has a 


fluency of lar.gaugo acd even an elo- 
quence that are superior to his nor- 
mal powers. When be acts he has a 
precision and quickness thai: are wor.- 
rterful. 


The man who ran to a housetop 


showed more agility than he would 
have had in his normal state, even if 
he had not been paralyzed. 


"In connection with this precision 


anri rertainty of memory wo find some 
strange mental blanks. You speak to 
patients and they do not answer. Yon 
try to mal:o your presence felt, they 
d'l not porceivp. 
To make yourself 


heard you roust dream with the 
J>n- 


iient and speak to him only in accord- 
ance with his delirium. 


Somnambulists Never Remember. 
"When a patient gets back to con- 


sciousness he forgets everything that 
has happened during his delirium. 
If 


you try to awaken his memory with 
questions two things result. You will 
either do it so vividly that he will 
fall into a somnambulistic state again 
or he will be unable to recall it at all. 


"There is a man of 3d with both 


legs paralyzed, who has been an in- 
valid for years. In the middle of the 
night he rises slowly from his bed. 
takes his pillow, bugs it close, walks 
out of the room, through a courtyard, 
and climbs to the top of the house. 


"His friends have difficulty in reach- 


ing him. and must take great care in 
awakening him, for the moment he 
awakes his legs 
become 
paralyzed 


again. 


"When awakened he does not under- 


stand how he has rcacnert the house- 
top and why he, a man 
sick 
with 


palsy, should have been carried there. 


Enacts Dying Scene In Sleep. 


"There is a girl, 
made 
ill 
with 


despair at her mother's death. They 
lived in a garret. For two months be- 
fore her mother's death the girl was 
under a great strain, 
tending her 


mother and earning her living at. the 
sewing machine. After the old wom- 
an's death the girl tried to revive tho 
body by lifting it to a sitting position 
and appealing to it. She now has a 
singular habit of acting these scenes 
ovor again while in a somnambulistic 
state. No actress could rehearse these 
lugubrious scenes with such perfec- 
tion. 


"The chief psychological character- 


istics of somnambulism are during the 
crisis of the huge unfolding 
of 
all 


phenomena connected with the cause 
of the delirium. The next Is the ab- 
sence of every sensation, every mem- 
ory not. connected with the delirium. 


"After the crisis three things are no- 


ticeable—a return 
to consciousness, 


normal memory, and entire forgetful- 
ness of all connected with the som- 
nambulism."

Sunday. The great church was crowd- 
ed and an indescribable scent? of con- 
fusion followed. There were no fatal- 
ities. As suon as the echoes of tho 
tremendous roar had ceased a canon 
sought by reassuring words lo quiet 
the people, but. In vain. They lied in 
all directions and many women faint- 
ed. 
Women and children screamed 


and men trie:! tf5 protect, their families 
in tho crush. The church is so large, •!• 
however, that there was ample room * 
for the crowd to scatter, and no otio i •<* 
was injured. 
No trace of tho perpe- 


trator of Hie deed has been found. 


Since St. Anacletus, who was or- 


da.ined by SI. Petor himself, erected 
an oratory In flO A. D.. on the site of 
Ihe present basilica, to mark tho spol 
where the remains of St. Peter are 
burled, no such dastardly occurrence 
Is noted In tho annals of the church. 


Sunday was the anniversary of Ihe 


dedication of the basilica to St. Peter, 
and it was b~eautit'filly decorated for 
Hie occasion. 
Holy relics were ox- 


posed, and many thousands of Iho 
faithful attended the services. 
Cardi- 


nal Rampolla, formerly papal secre- 
tary of state, was among those pres- 
ent. 
He took part in the service in 


tho choir chapel. 


The last mass had just been con- 


cluded when the explosion occurred, 
and only one canon, who had not. quile 
finished, remained at thn altar of St. 
Petronilla. This altar is at the end 
of the right, aisle, and II. was where 
the bomb had been placed. 
As the 


canon turned to bless tho communi- 
cants there was a tremendous 
roar, 


which echoed through the lofty arches 
of the immense dome like a thunder- 
clap.

AID SWIMS

Men With Bold Bond Game 


Are Taken After Mak- 


ing Over a Million 


Chicago, Nov. 21.—Ten men. de- 


clared to compose but a small part of 
one of the greatest ''frenzied finance" 
schemes that has ever been brought to 
the attention of federal officials, were 
caught yesterday In a dragnet which 
has been set for a gang whose opera- 
tions are said to have penetrated the 
uttermost regions 
of the 
United 


States. The extent of the plan said 
to have been arranged for milking 
the smaller corporations of the coun- 
try surprised even the postofflce in- 
spectors who were instrumental^ in 
bringing about the arrests, and it is 
predicted that before the investiga- 
tion has been finished fifty men will 
have to reckon with tie government 
on charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud, swindling and embezzlement. 


While the arrest of seven men In 


Chicago was unknown to the Inspec- 
tors who arrested Thomas P. Daniels, 
alias Thomas R. Cameron, in Milwau- 
kee, subsequent 
developments indi- 


cate, according to the belief of the 
government officials, that two gangs, 
working In harmony under a blanket 
"gentlemen's agreement," have per- 
petrated one of the greatest frauds 
ever foisted on the people of the coun- 
try. 


Credit to Colonel Stuart. 


The credit for the arrests is attrib- 


uted to the vigilance of Colonel James 
E. Stuart, chief inspector for the Chi- 
cago division, and his subordinates, 
Inspectors Ketcham, Bird and Bean. 
So well were the arrests timed that 
all except two of the men were taken 
in custody while transacting the busi- 
ness of alleged "fake" corporations.
